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CHAPTER ONE: 
THE DEATH. 


1.0 INTRODUCTION: 

The word death can be understood as an event of dying or departure from life. Thus 
may be referred to the end of life as either an event or condition. “Death is the 
cessation of all biological functions that sustain a living organism .” 1 2 The cessation of 
all biological functions occurs when the soul (also called sprit) is removed from the 
body. The Jews named soul by: 

1. Nefesh (Arabic: Nafs -soul, see Qur’an 6:151) , 

2. Ruach (Arabic: Ruh -spirit, see Qur’an 17:85) , 

3. Neshamah (Arabic: Nasmah -breath), 

4. Chayah (Arabic: Hayat (pronounced Hayah) -life: see Qur’an 67:2) and 

5. Yechidah (Arabic: Wahidah -One/singularity). 

They called them the five labels of the soul but they could not explain further, 
therefore they asked Prophet Muhammad (P.B.U.H): 

And they ask you (O Muhammad concerning the Ruh (the Spirit); Say: 
"The Ruh (the Spirit): it is one of the things, the knowledge of which is only with my 
Lord. And of knowledge, you (mankind) have been given only a little." 

(Qur’an 17:85) 

Relatively, death is considered a being or otherwise personified (as male or female ), 
wherein it is usually capitalized as "Death". In some mythologies, the Grim Reaper 
causes the victim's death by coming to collect them. Many versions of death 
descriptions had been circulated among Hellenic, Celtic, Slavic, Baltic, India, Latin 
America and other regions.

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We thanked God, the whole world agreed that death is a universal feature of human 
life and all living things eventually die later or sooner! The only discrepancy is about 
this subject of discussion - the life of soul after death, simply: survival, in the 
hereafter, after death. 

Except Islam and Christianity, many religions believed in reincarnation. 
Reincarnation is the name of the idea that people are bom in another body after 
they die. It is reported that about 20 to 30 percent of Christians in western countries 
also believe in reincarnation. Rationalist and biologist restricted that after death the 
remains of an organism become part of the biogeochemical cycle. Animals may 
be consumed by a predator or a scavenger. Organic material may then be further 
decomposed by detritivores, organisms that recycle detritus, returning it to the 
environment for reuse in the food chain , where these chemicals may eventually end up 
being consumed and assimilated into the cells of a living organism. 

“Militant skeptics would have everyone believe that death is merely anecdotal and 
easily explained away by the biochemistry of the dying brain, pumped up by morphine 
and stress, with the particular hallucinations the result of a combination of wishful 
thinking and religious preconception”. 

All what the disbelievers are saying is: 

"And they say, "There is not but our worldly life; we die and live, and nothing 
destroys us except time." And they have of that no knowledge; they are only 
assuming." (Quran 45:24 ) 

Almost all religions personified death, but Islam personified death differently from the 
assumptions and the myths of any cultures.

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1.1 THE DEATH IN ISLAM AND CHRISTIANITY: 

Words are referred to death, according to Islam and Christianity, when the ruh (sprit) 
is removed from a particular living thing. Simply Physical death is the separation of 
the soul from the body. For all dying bodies; 

Allah takes the souls (Nafs) at the time of their death, and those that do not die [He 
takes] during their sleep. Then He keeps those for which He has decreed death and 
releases the others for a specified term. Indeed in that are signs for a people who 
give thought. (Quran 39:42 ) 

In the New King James Version, James 2:26; 

“For as the body without the spirit is dead, so faith without works is dead also.” 

Blessed is He in whose hand is dominion, and He is over all things competent - 
[He] who created death and life to test you [as to] which of you is best in deed - and 
He is the Exalted in Might, the Forgiving - (Quran 67:1) 

Sleeping is considered a small death, in Islam. The second death is the final lost of 
Nafs (soul) that goes permanently together with breathing. 

“As she breathed her last — for she was dying — she named her son Ben-Oni. But 
his father named him Benjamin.” Genesis 35:18 . 

1.2 PERSONIFICATION OF DEATH. 

Islam personified death, but when he comes to take the soul of a person “being on 
death row ”. 

But never will Allah delay a soul when its time has come. And Allah is Acquainted 
with what you do. (Quran 63:11 ) 

It is the Angel of death that comes and takes the soul of a dying person. His 
appearance differs when he comes to take the souls of disbelievers. Therefore death 
comes to the believers, when they are at deathbed , in good appearance. He comes to 
them, as a teenage person, in good white dress that diffuses interesting smell. 
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On the other hand, death comes to disbelievers with the most frighten appearance. The 
disbeliever will see death as a tall black person, with his head nearly touching the sky. 
He comes with feathered body, having black men on each feather. What a disbeliever 
will finally see, is a man duplicating himself into hundreds men with burning flames 
coming out from their mouths and ears, (see Tafseer Tabari, Tafseer of 2:260) 



Revelation 2:23 personified death, because angel was not mentioned in the verse: 

“And I will kill her children with death; and all the churches shall know that I 
am he which searcheth the reins and hearts: and I will give unto every one of you 
according to your works.” (Revelation 2:23) 

Every soul will taste death, and you will only be given your [full] compensation on the 
Day of Resurrection. So he who is drawn away from the Fire and admitted to Paradise 
has attained [his desire]. And what is the life of this world except the enjoyment of 
delusion. (Quran 3:185 ) 

Warnings: 

Whoever wishes for the quick-passing (transitory enjoyment of this world), We 
readily grant him what We will for whom We like. Then, afterwards, We have 
appointed for him Hell, he will bum therein disgraced and rejected, (far away from 
Allah's Mercy). And whoever desires the Hereafter and strives for it, with the 
necessary effort due for it (i.e. do righteous deeds of Allah's Obedience) while he is a 
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believer (in the Oneness of Allah Islamic Monotheism), then such are the ones whose 
striving shall be appreciated, thanked and rewarded (by Allah). (17:18-19) 

O you who believe! Take care of your ownselves, [do righteous deeds, fear Allah 
much (abstain from all kinds of sins and evil deeds which He has forbidden) and love 
Allah much (perform all kinds of good deeds which He has ordained)]. If you follow 
the right guidance and enjoin what is right (Islamic Monotheism and all that Islam 
orders one to do) and forbid what is wrong (polytheism, disbelief and all that Islam 
has forbidden) no hurt can come to you from those who are in error. The return of you 
all is to Allah, then He will inform you about (all) that which you used to do. (5: 105) 

1.3 WHEN ARE WE DYING? 

Age begins the moment you are bom; technically, yes . . .we are here for ‘x’ number of 
years and no one knows how long that will be. That means we are on countdown from 
the moment we are bom. 

It is He who created you from dust, then from a sperm-drop, then from a clinging 
clot; then He brings you out as a child; then [He develops you] that you reach your 
[time of] maturity, then [further] that you become elders. And among you is he 
who is taken in death before [that], so that you reach a specified term; and perhaps 
you will use reason. ( Qur'an 40:67 ) 

And it is not [possible] for one to die except by permission of Allah at a decree 
determined. And whoever desires the reward of this world - We will give him thereof; 
and whoever desires the reward of the Hereafter - We will give him thereof. And we 
will reward the grateful. (Quran 3:145) 

...So race to [all that is] good. Wherever you may be, Allah will bring you forth [for 
judgement] all together. Indeed, Allah is over all things competent. 4 


4. Qur’an 2:148 
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Wherever you may be, death will overtake you, even if you should be within towers of 
lofty construction. (Quran 4:78) 

Death has climbed in through our windows. It has entered into our fortified 
houses. It has taken away our children who play in the streets. It has taken away 
our young men who gather in the city squares. (NET Bible Jeremiah 9:21) 


It is He (Allah) who has made you successors upon the earth. And whoever 
disbelieves - upon him will be [the consequence of] his disbelief. And the disbelief of 
the disbelievers does not increase them in the sight of their Lord except in hatred; and 
the disbelief of the disbelievers does not increase them except in loss. (35:39) 


1.3.1 PRAYER: BEFORE GOING TO BED. 

Narrated by Al-Bara' bin 'Azib: 

Allah's Apostle said, "O so-and-so, whenever you go to your bed (for sleeping) say, 'O 
Allah! I have surrendered myself over to you and have turned my face towards You, 
and leave all my affairs to You and depend on You and put my trust in You expecting 
Your reward and fearing Your punishment. There is neither fleeing from You nor 
refuge but with You. I believe in the Book (Qur'an) which You have revealed and in 
Your Prophet (Muhammad) whom You have sent.' 

If you then die on that night, then you will die as a Muslim, and if you wake alive in 
the morning then you will receive the reward." ( Hadith No. 580, Book 93 Vol. 9 ) 


I lay down and slept; I awoke, for the LORD sustains me. (Psalms 3:5) 
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1.4 DEATH ANXIETY- THE FEAR OF DEATH: 

Death anxiety refers the fear of and anxiety related to the anticipation, and awareness, 
of dying, death, and nonexistence. It typically includes emotional, cognitive, and 
motivational components that vary according to a person’s stage of development and 
sociocultural life experiences (Lehto & Stein, 2009). 

“Immortality is something that many people strive for. Aging itself is a frightening 
concept, and there is this hope that people have that they can find the cure that will 
make them live forever, along with a fear of death that controls human behavior.” 5 
Nay! The matter has been decreed about which you both hope. Allah (The Most High) 
said: 

And We granted not to any human being immortality before you (O Muhammad), 
then if you die, would they live forever? Everyone is going to taste death, and We 
shall make a trial of you with evil and with good, and to Us you will be returned. 

( 21:34 -35) 

Indeed, just as people are destined to die once and after that to be judged, 

(ISV: Hebrews 9:27) 

Psychology recognizes death anxiety in many different ways. While everyone has a 
fear of death, some people have severe death phobia (thanatophobia) while others 
actually experience death anxiety as a symptom of other disorders. 

In Islam, death anxiety is a good practice. Those that do not fear death a little bit are 
more likely to disobey their Lord. Actually, it is not the passing away that one should 
fear, the fear should be of the agony of death, Allah’s punishment and the uncertainty 
of crossing the hell fire. Narrated Abu Huraira: 

The Prophet said: "A man used to do sinful deeds, and when death came to him, he 
said to his sons, 'After my death, bum me and then cmsh me, and scatter the powder in 
the air, for by Allah, if Allah has control over me, He will give me such a punishment 
as He has never given to anyone else.' When he died, his sons did accordingly. . .

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Allah ordered the earth saying, 'Collect what you hold of his particles.' It did so, and 
behold! There he was (the man) standing. Allah asked (him), 'What made you do what 
you did?' He replied, 'O my Lord! I was afraid of You.' So Allah forgave him. 
"Another narrator said, "The man said, Fear of You, O Lord!" ( Follow the Hadith ) 

If it is passing away, Muslims are required to prepare for it. Narrated Mujahid: 
'Abdullah bin 'Umar said, "Allah's Apostle took hold of my shoulder and said, 'Be in 
this world as if you were a stranger or a traveler." The sub-narrator added: Ibn 'Umar 
used to say, "If you survive till the evening, do not expect to be alive in the morning, 
and if you survive till the morning, do not expect to be alive in the evening, and take 
from your health for your sickness, and (take) from your life for your death ." 6 

Say, (O Muhammad): "O you who are Jews, if you claim that you are allies of Allah, 
excluding the [other] people, then wish for death, if you should be truthful." But 
they will not wish for it, ever, because of what their hands have put forth. And 
Allah is Knowing of the wrongdoers. Say, "Indeed, the death from which you flee - 
indeed, it will meet you. Then you will be returned to the Knower of the unseen 
and the witnessed, and He will inform you about what you used to do." ( 62 : 6 - 8 ) 

'Aisha (May Allah be pleased with her) reported: The Messenger of Allah (Peace be 
upon him) said, "He who loves to meet Allah, Allah loves to meet him; and he who 
dislikes to meet Allah, Allah abhors to meet him." I ('Aishah) said: "O Messenger of 
Allah! So far as the feelings of aversion against death is concerned, we all have this 
feeling." Thereupon he said, "I do not mean that. What I meant is that when a (true) 
believer is given the glad tidings of the Mercy of Allah, His Pleasures, and His Jannah 
(at the time of death), he loves to meet Allah, and Allah also loves to meet him. When 
a disbeliever is given the news of the Torment of Allah and His Wrath (at the time of 
death), he dislikes to meet Allah and Allah also abhors to meet him." (Follow the 
Hadith)

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Warnings: 

O you who believe! Be not like those who disbelieve and say to their brethren when 
they travel through the earth or go out to fight: "If they had stayed with us, they would 
not have died or been killed," so that Allah may make it a cause of regret in their 
hearts. It is Allah that gives life and causes death. And Allah is All-Seer of what you 
do. 

And if you are killed or die in the Way of Allah, forgiveness and mercy from Allah are 
far better than all that they amass (of worldly wealth, etc.). 

And whether you die, or are killed, verily, unto Allah you shall be gathered. (3:156) 

1.5 AGONY OF DEATH: 

Before we discuss the processes or events happening during various deaths taking thus 
understand the agony of death (if any), we shall look about Near-death experiences. 
“Near-death experiences” (NDEs) was the term coined by Dr. Raymond Moody, a 
physician who wrote the first popular book on the phenomenon, Life After Life, in 
1975. The International Association for Near-Death Studies (LANDS) define NDE as a 
lucid experience of perceived consciousness separate from the physical body, 
occurring at the time of actual or threatened imminent death. But 
Neuroscience research suggests that an NDE is a subjective phenomenon resulting 
from "disturbed bodily multisensory integration" that occurs during life-threatening 
events. 7 

Our concern should not be much about clinical circumstances associated with near- 
death experiences, rather we emphasize deathbed visions. A deathbed vision (DBV) 
is a vision or experience that the individual has before dying. It may occur 
immediately before death or days or even weeks prior, said Marilyn Mendoza, Ph.D . 
She found that 57 percent of the visions were of deceased relatives. Those working 
with the dying report that these experiences have a calming and peaceful effect on the 
patients and those around them. 

7. Blanke, Olaf (2009). The Neurology of Consciousness. London: 
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Dr. Marilyn Mendoza Said: 

“A patient dying of cancer had been very restless throughout the night. In the early 
morning, she opened her eyes and stared fixedly into the corner of the room where no 
one was standing. She said, ‘Mom, I’m so glad to see you. ’ She smiled. After saying 
this, the tension in the room from the family eased. After her comment, the patient died 
peacefully. ” 

“A 6 7 -year-old woman saw her husband who had died four years previously with her 
22-year-old deceased dog. She stated that her husband had taken her hand and along 
with the old dog told her he would show her the path to follow to be able to die 
peacefully. ” 

“A non-religious man kept looking at the ceiling. I asked him what he was looking at 
and he replied ‘Jesus. ’ I asked him what Jesus was saying to him and he said, 
‘Nothing. ’ He is just looking at me. ‘What should I do?’ I told him to tell Jesus what 
was in his heart. Minutes later he said Jesus had left. He had spoken to Jesus and 
asked him for help and Jesus had said he would be there when the man crosses over. 
The patient died comfortably two days later. " 

“An elderly female who was alert and oriented spoke to me of how angels had 
gathered in around her hospital bed and were ready to take her home. She died 
peacefully a short time after. ” 

Science has crippled Christianity ..., “And technology has not changed the fact of 
death. Not only did Jesus make the brazen claim to have brought to humanity the 
secret of eternal life, the proof that he actually conquered death in his own body is so 
compelling that it has floored modem doubters. After his horrific death, Jesus 
appeared alive; eating, cooking, being handled, displaying mortal wounds to skeptics, 
conversing with friends while hiking kilometers. Hundreds saw him. (1 Corinthians 
15:3-7; Acts 1:3-4; Luke 24:13-43; John 20:24-21:14) More recently, highly skilled 
opponents of Christianity who sifted the evidence for the sole purpose of exposing 
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Jesus’ resurrection as a hoax or hallucination or misunderstanding have been so 
confounded by what they uncovered as to publicly declare that Jesus rose from the 
dead”. 

Pleasant near-death experiences of non-Christians disprove Christianity. Most 
reports of pleasant near-death experiences mention an encounter with a being who 
radiates love. No impersonal God could love. That God is a person who loves even his 
enemies is a uniquely Christian concept. 

These reports also seem to contradict such non-Christian beliefs as karma, 
reincarnation, and that the ultimate destination of humans is to lose their individuality 
in nirvana. 

The Bible does not exclude the possibility that on the other side of the grave non- 
Christians might have a few moments in pleasant surrounds before being ushered into 
a strikingly different abode. It says that before being hurled into the lake of fire, non- 
Christians will be brought before God’s throne. Presumably, this is located in a 
beautiful, heavenly place. (Revelation 20:1 1-12). 

Over 1000 years ago, Islam discussed the terms near-death experience and end-of-life 
care (orEoLC). All ‘out of sense’ near death experiences, that occurred some days 
before death, mimic other experiences such as the phenomenon known as an out-of- 
body experience (OBE). While the NDE is involuntary, the OBE may be a 
spontaneous occurrence or it could be something the individual wills. 

If NDEr’s psycho pathology is to be agreed and considered, end-of-life care 
practitioner may predict the time of death! 

Indeed, Allah [alone] has knowledge of the Hour and sends down the rain and 
knows what is in the wombs. And no soul perceives what it will earn tomorrow, 
and no soul perceives in what land it will die. Indeed, Allah is Knowing and 
Acquainted. (Quran 31:34 )

The Life of Soul after Death. 


It is reported that the first death experience will be the agony of death (neurological 
reaction to the stress of death). A dying person must experience the agony of death 
prior to the appearance of death (Angel). Allah (The Most High) said: 

And the intoxication of death will bring the truth; that is what you were trying to 
avoid. ( 50:19 ) 

It was reported that the Prophets- Abraham and Moses (A.S)- experienced the agony 
of death, so was Prophet Muhammad (P.B.U.H). Narrated 'Aisha: 

There was a leather or wood container full of water in front of Allah's Apostle (at the 
time of his death). He would put his hand into the water and rub his face with it, 
saying, "None has the right to be worshipped but Allah! No doubt, death has its 
stupors." Then he raised his hand and started saying, "(O Allah!) with the highest 
companions." (See Qur'an 4:69) (and kept on saying it) till he expired and his hand 
dropped." (Peace be upon him). Follow the Hadith . 

It is reported from Umar bn Al-khattab (R.A): Ka’ab described the agony of death as 
the pain when a branch of tree, full of sharp forks, is drawn (inside the body) from toes 
to the chest: (The result which causes cardiac arrest, etc.). 

At the juncture when a dying person started experiencing the agony of death, he might 
start regretting his times of worldly life. We consider the regretting as physical or 
psychological crisis. Final end-of-life care should be given to the person dying- 

o 

recitation of Surat Yasin (Quran Ch. 36) over him then Shahadah word (shahadah 
translated: “There is no god but Allah"). Follow the hadith. 

At the time of experiencing the agony of death, the Angel of death arrives in his one of 
the appearances described in page 6. Sometimes, Angel of death comes with his 
assistants to accomplish the mission. 

Taking the soul (sprit) of spiritual men is different from that of wrong doers. . .

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CHAPTER TWO: 

LIFE OF SOUL AFTER DEATH: 


Or do those who commit evils think We will make them like those who have 
believed and done righteous deeds - [make them] equal in their life and their 
death? Evil is that which they judge. (Qur'an 45:21 ) 

2.0 METHODS OF TAKING THE SOUL: 

Deathbed visions will not actually reveal the events happening when the angel of 
death arrived. Death never pause the process of removing soul from the body, and the 
process start immediately when it comes. On death arrival, you must be unconscious 
but 100% healthy, seeing and hearing. 

Then is it to this statement that you are indifferent. And instead (of thanking Allah) 
for the provision He gives you, on the contrary, you deny Him (by disbelief)! Then 
why do you not (intervene) when (the soul of a dying person) reaches the throat? 
And you at the moment are looking on. But We (i.e. Our angels who take the soul) 
are nearer to him than you, but you see not. Then why do you not, if you are 
exempt from the reckoning and recompense (punishment, etc.). Bring back the soul 
(to its body), if you are truthful? (Qur'an 56:81 -87) 

2.0.1 TAKING THE SOUL OF DISBELIEVERS: 

And if you could see when the angels take away the souls of those who disbelieve 
(at death), they smite their faces and their backs, (saying): "Taste the punishment 
of the blazing Fire." That is for what your hands have put forth [of evil] and because 
Allah is not ever unjust to His servants." (Qur'an 8:50 -51) 

Then how [will it be] when the angels take them in death, striking their faces and their 
backs? That is because they followed what angered Allah and disliked [what earns] 
His pleasure, so He rendered worthless their deeds. (Qur’an 47:27 -28). 
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Dr. Marilyn A. Mendoza said: “While researching my book We Do Not Die Alone : 

Jesus is Coming to Get Me in a White Pickup Truck, I discovered that not all deathbed 
visions (DBVs) are comforting and pleasant. . . 

In fact, when I was doing my initial literature review on DBVs for my book, I did not 
even know that distressing experiences existed as these events were rarely mentioned. 
If referenced, it was usually one line in small print at the bottom of the page. All the 
sources suggested that these deathbed visions were comforting and pleasant 
experiences but some of the accounts in my research suggested anything but that. For 
example: 

“My first hospice patient to die was just a few years older than me. We had spoken on 
admission about getting things in order. The doctors had told me she only had a few 
days to live. She was in denial, although her platelets dropped dramatically with each 
infusion. A week later, on a Sunday morning, I was called by her son. On arrival, it 
was evident that she was actively dying. She was still talking at times. When she would 
moan, I gave her pain meds. After a couple of hours, she had definitely declined. Her 
five children, mother and sister were at her bedside. She sat straight up in the bed and 
said, “Where is the fire? I smell smoke!” and she collapsed back on the bed. A few 
minutes later, she sat up in the bed and said, “Get those things off my legs ” and was 
rubbing her legs. The last thing she said to me was, “I waited too long, ” and then she 
died. 

Many people do not want to share information about pleasant or distressing 
experiences as they fear their loved one would be thought of as a “bad” person.” 

(Follow the Story: DEATHBED VISIONS of PRISONERS) 


Therefore: 

Say to those who have disbelieved [that] if they cease, what has previously occurred 
will be forgiven for them. But if they return [to hostility] - then the precedent of the 
former [rebellious] peoples has already taken place. (8:38) 
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Indeed, those who disbelieve and die while they are disbelievers - never would the 
[whole] capacity of the earth in gold be accepted from one of them if he would [seek 
to] ransom himself with it. For those there will be a painful punishment, and they will 
have no helpers. (3:91) 

Indeed, those who have believed then disbelieved, then believed, then disbelieved, and 
then increased in disbelief - never will Allah forgive them, nor will He guide them to a 
way. (4:137) . 

And let not those who disbelieve ever think that [because] We extend their time [of 
enjoyment] it is better for them. We only extend it for them so that they may increase 
in sin, and for them is a humiliating punishment. (3:178) 

2.0.2 TAKING THE SOUL OF DISBELIEVERS- WRONGDOERS: 

...And if you could but see when the wrongdoers are in the overwhelming pangs of 
death while the angels extend their hands, [saying], "Discharge your souls! Today 
you will be awarded the punishment of [extreme] humiliation for what you used to 
say against Allah other than the truth and [that] you were, toward His verses, being 
arrogant." ( 6:93 ) 

Dr. Mendoza said: “Twenty-nine inmate volunteers were interviewed with a range of 
experiences with the dying from 5 months to 13 years.” “The volunteers stated that as 
some approached death, they were “restless, fighting, fussing, and arguing” with 
someone unseen. One man thought he could avoid death by never lying down. He died 
on his knees by his bed”. 

Warnings: 

And if Allah were to impose blame on the people for their wrongdoing, He would not 
have left upon the earth any creature, but He defers them for a specified term. And 
when their term has come, they will not remain behind an hour, nor will they precede 
[it]. (16:61) . 
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But repentance is not [accepted] of those who [continue to] do evil deeds up until, 
when death comes to one of them, he says, "Indeed, I have repented now," or of those 
who die while they are disbelievers. For them We have prepared a painful punishment. 

(4jJ_8) 

2.0.3 TAKING THE SOUL OF DISBELIEVERS- IDOLATERS: 

Not only idolaters, anyone- Muslim or non-Muslim- associating partner to Allah shall 
be taken after questioning. 

...Until when Our messengers (the angel of death and his assistants) come to them 
to take them in death, they (the angels) will say, "Where are those you used to 
invoke besides Allah?" They will say, "They have departed from us," and will bear 
witness against themselves that they were disbelievers. ( 7:37 ) 

Dr. Marilyn A. Mendoza (in DEATHBED VISIONS of PRISONERS) said: “The inmate 
volunteers did talk about some patients who were bitter and angry until they took their 
last breath. They were angry at everyone and everything, but especially at death.” 

“Many people are so biased against the existence of hellish experiences that Dr. 
Rawlings himself has been misquoted in a way that suggested his research indicates all 
after-death experiences are pleasant. He is often instructed before appearing on TV 
talk shows not to mention hell.” 

Warnings: 

Alif, Lam, Re. (Equivalent Torah Codes- ALEPH, LAMED , RESH) 

[This is] a Book whose verses are perfected and then presented in detail from [one 
who is] Wise and Acquainted. [Through a messenger, saying], "Do not worship except 
Allah. Indeed, I am to you from Him a warner and a bringer of good tidings," And 
[saying], "Seek forgiveness of your Lord and repent to Him, [and] He will let you 
enjoy a good provision for a specified term and give every doer of favor his favor. But 
if you turn away, then indeed, I fear for you the punishment of a great Day. To Allah 
is your return, and He is over all things competent."

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2.0. 4 TAKING THE SOUL OF THOSE WRONGING THEMSELVES: 

And whoever transgresses the limits of Allah has certainly wronged himself. 9 All 
those that commit all kind of crimes, Muslims and non-Muslims, are doing wrong to 
themselves (they are condemning themselves). 

Muslims who are oppressed in a particular land, thus not find times to worship Allah, 
and did not immigrate, are doing wrong to themselves. Likewise who stay where 
people deny and ridicule God’s revelation. 

2.0. 4.1 TAKING THE SOUL OF TRANSGRESSORS: 

The ones whom the angels take in death [while] wronging themselves (by disbelief 
and by associating partners in worship with Allah and by committing all kinds of 
crimes and evil deeds)." Then, they will make (false) submission (saying): "We used 
not to do any evil." (The angels will reply): "Yes! Truly, Allah is All-Knower of what 
you used to do. (Qur'an 16:28) 

Warnings: 

And it is He who has made you successors upon the earth and has raised some of you 
above others in degrees [of rank] that He may try you through what He has given you. 
Indeed, your Lord is swift in penalty; but indeed, He is Forgiving and Merciful. (6:165) 
So let not their wealth or their children impress you. Allah only intends to punish them 
through them in worldly life and that their souls should depart [at death] while they are 
disbelievers. (9:55) 

2.0. 4.2 TAKING THE SOUL OF MUSLIMS RESISTING OPPRESSION: 

Indeed, those whom the angels take [in death] while wronging themselves - [the 

angels] will say, "In what [condition] were you?" They will say, "We were 
oppressed in the land." The angels will say, "Was not the earth of Allah spacious 
[enough] for you to emigrate therein?" For those, their refuge is Hell - and evil it is 
as a destination. (Quran 4:97 ) 


9. See Qur'an 65:1 
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And whoever emigrates for the cause of Allah will find on the earth many [alternative] 
locations and abundance. And whoever leaves his home as an emigrant to Allah and 
His Messenger and then death overtakes him - his reward has already become 
incumbent upon Allah. And Allah is ever Forgiving and Merciful. (4:100) 

O My servants who have believed, indeed My earth is spacious, so worship only Me. 
Every soul will taste death, then it is to Us that you will be returned. (29:56-57) 
Narrated 'Umar bin Al-Khattab: 

Allah's Apostle said, "The reward of deeds depends upon the intention and every 
person will get the reward according to what he has intended. So whoever emigrated 
for Allah and His Apostle, then his emigration was for Allah and His Apostle. And 
whoever emigrated for worldly benefits or for a woman to marry, his emigration was 
for what he emigrated for."

Do not forget:

2.0.5 TAKING THE SOUL OF A PIOUS BELIEVER: 

The ones whom the angels take in death, [being] good and pure; [the angels] will 
say, "Peace be upon you. (you will) enter Paradise for what you used to do." ( 16:32) 

O you who have believed, seek help through patience and prayer. Indeed, Allah is with 
the patient. And do not say about those who are killed in the way of Allah, "They are 
dead." Rather, they are alive, but you perceive [it] not. (2:153-154) 

And if you are killed in the cause of Allah or die - then forgiveness from Allah and 
mercy are better than whatever they accumulate [in this world]. (3:157) 
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2.0.6 TAKING THE SOUL OF A MUSLIM BELIEVER: 

Muslims are those who have said, "Our Lord is Allah, and take the straight path 
towards Him. 'Abdullah bin 'Amr bin Al-'As (May Allah be pleased with them) 
reported: The Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) said, "A (true) Muslim is one 
from whose tongue and hand the Muslims are safe; and a Muhajir (Emigrant) is he 
who leaves the deeds which Allah has prohibited." - (Muttafaqun) (see Proverb 6:16-) 

Indeed, those who have said, "Our Lord is Allah" and then remained on a right 
course - the angels will descend upon them, [saying], "Do not fear and do not 
grieve but receive good tidings of Paradise, which you were promised. We [angels] 
were your allies in worldly life 10 and [are so] in the Hereafter. And you will have 
therein whatever your souls desire, and you will have therein whatever you 
request [or wish]. - ( 41:30 -31)

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2.1 LIFE OF SOUL IN THE GRAVE: 

The dictionary.com defined grave as an excavation made in the earth in which to bury 
a dead body. 

In some religions, it is believed that the body must be burned for the soul to survive; in 
others, the complete decomposition of the body is considered important for the rest of 
the soul. Whatever the case, the remains of an organism must settle on the ground and 
become part of it. Muslims (and possibly Christians) strongly believed that: the body 
of dying creatures must become part of the earth. Allah (the Most High) said: 

From the earth We created you, and into it We will return you, and from it We will 
extract you another time. (Qur'an 20:55 ) 

And the LORD God formed man of the dust of the ground, and breathed into his 
nostrils the breath of life; and man became a living soul. (Genesis 2:7 ) 

Then shall the dust return to the earth as it was: and the spirit shall return unto 

God who gave it. (Ecclesiastes 12:7 ) also, see (Job 34:15) (Genesis 3:19) 

Therefore whatever you do to the remains of died person, Allah will build him again. 

Or [consider such an example] as the one who passed by a township which had 
fallen into ruin. He said, M How will Allah bring this to life after its death?” So 
Allah caused him to die for a hundred years; then He revived him. He said, ”How 
long have you remained?” The man said, "I have remained a day or part of a 
day." He said, "Rather, you have remained one hundred years. Look at your 
food and your drink; it has not changed with time. And look at your donkey; and 
We will make you a sign for the people. And look at the bones [of this donkey] - 
how We raise them and then We cover them with flesh." And when it became 
clear to him, he said, "I know that Allah is over all things competent." 

And (remember) when Ibrahim (Abraham) said, "My Lord! Show me how You 
give life to the dead." He (Allah) said: "Do you not believe?" He [Ibrahim] said: 
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"Yes (I believe), but to be stronger in Faith." He said: "Take four birds, then 
cause them to incline towards you (then slaughter them, cut them into pieces), 
and then put a portion of them on every hill, and call them, they will come to you 
in haste. And know that Allah is All-Mighty, All-Wise." (Qur'an 2:259-260) 

The Prophet (P.B.U.H) said: "A man used to do sinful deeds, and when death came to 
him, he said to his sons, 'After my death, bum me and then cmsh me, and scatter the 
powder in the air, for by Allah, if Allah has control over me, He will give me such a 
punishment as He has never given to anyone else.' When he died, his sons did 
accordingly. Allah ordered the earth saying, 'Collect what you hold of his particles.' It 
did so, and behold! There he was (the man) standing. Allah asked (him), 'What made 
you do what you did?' He replied, 'O my Lord! I was afraid of You.' So Allah forgave 
him. "Another narrator said, "The man said, Fear of You, O Lord!" 

( Follow the Hadith ) 

Why should any of you consider it incredible that God raises the dead? 

(NIV- Acts 26:8) 

Allah - there is no deity except Him. He will surely assemble you for [account on] 
the Day of Resurrection, about which there is no doubt. And who is more truthful 
than Allah in statement. ( Quran 4:87 ) 

The soul of the dead person will be taken by the angel of death and moves (with it) 
towards heaven. The fragrances of the soul of believer will reach the angels over the 
universe, hence they discussed saying: fine soul is coming from the ground. The soul 
will keep ascending through the doors of heaven, angels praying at it, until it reaches 
the final destination. There, the soul (deeds) will be kept in the book called illiyun (the 
book of life). 
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No! Indeed, the record of the righteous is in 'illiyyun. And what can make you know 
what is 'illiyyun? It is [their destination recorded in] a register inscribed. (83:18-20) 

And whosoever was not found written in the book of life was cast into the lake of 
fire. (Revelation 20: 1 5) 

The soul will then, safely, descended to the enlarged and lightened grave of its body. 
Two angels will follow and question the dead person about his religion, and then he 
will be left with his deeds. 

For the soul of a disbeliever, bad breeze will reach angels and they will say “bad soul 
is coming from the ground”. 

Indeed, those who deny Our verses and are arrogant toward them - the gates of 
Heaven will not be opened for them, nor will they enter Paradise until a camel 
enters into the eye of a needle. And thus do We recompense the criminals. ( 7:40 ) 

In fact, it is easier for a camel to go through the eye of a needle than for a rich 
person to enter the Kingdom of God!" (NLT Mark 10:25) 

Again I tell you, it is easier for a camel to pass through the eye of a needle than 
for a rich man to enter the kingdom of God." (Matthew 19:25) 

The soul will not be allowed to enter heaven, but its destination (after resurrection) 
will be recorded in a book called Sijjeen. 

No! Indeed, the record of the wicked is in sijjeen. And what can make you know 
what is sijjeen? It is [their destination recorded in] a register inscribed. Woe, that 
Day, to the deniers, ( 83:7-10 ) 
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Hence the soul (of the disbeliever) will be guided by pushing to the dark-grave of its 
body. Two angels will ask him about Muhammad (P.B.U.H) and Islam, he will say 
“Ha..., Ha..., I don’t know”. Finally, he will be left with his deeds appearing to him 
like ghost. A tunnel linking to the hell fire will be opened to him until the day of 
resurrection. 

“O death, where is thy sting? O grave, where is thy victory?” 

(1 Corinthians 15:55) 

“The grave is but a garden from the gardens of Paradise, or a pit from the pits of 
the Fire.” 

Abu Sa'eed narrated: 

"The Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) entered his Musalla and saw the people 
who looked as if they were smiling. So he said: 'Indeed, if you were to increase in 
remembrance of the severer of pleasures, then you would find yourselves too busy for 
what I see. So increase in remembrance of death, the severer of pleasures. For indeed 
there is no day that comes upon the grave except that it speaks, saying: "I am thee 
house of the estranged, I am the house of the solitude, I am the house of dust, and I am 
the house of the worm-eaten." When the believing worshipper is buried, the grave says 
to him: "Welcome, make yourself comfortable. Indeed, to me, you are the most 
beloved of those who walked upon me. Since you have been entrusted to me and 
delivered to me today, you shall see what I have arranged for you." It will then widen 
for him so that his sight extends, and the door to Paradise is opened for him. And 
when the wicked worshipper or the disbeliever is buried, the grave says to him: "You 
are not welcome, do not get comfortable. Indeed, to me, you are the most hated of 
those who walked upon me. Since you have been entrusted to me and delivered to me 
today, you shall see what I have arranged for you.'" He said: 'It will begin closing in 
on him (squeezing him) until his ribs are crushing each other.'" He said: "The 
Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) clasped some of his fingers between others 
and said: 'Seventy giant serpents will constrict him, if even one of them were to hiss 
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on the earth, nothing upon it would grow as long as it remained. They will chew on 
him and bite him until he is brought to the Reckoning.'"

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CHAPTER THREE: 
THE END OF THE WORLD 


On 2 1 August, more than seven million people from across the globe are predicted to 
converge on various cities across the US, as the first total solar eclipse since 1918 to 
cross the North American continent from ocean to ocean, takes place. Millions are 
expected to travel far and wide to witness the once-in-a-life-time event. But for others, 
the celestial phenomenon signals something far more sinister than a simple road trip - 
for some, the total solar eclipse means the end of the world as we know it. 

Various evangelist groups across the US, for example, have already heralded the 
eclipse as a sign of impending apocalypse. A Christian prophecy website called 
Unsealed claims that it will spark the beginning of the so-called Tribulation, a seven- 
year period in which 75% of the world’s population will be destroyed.

The world is about to end, according to news websites. But it's almost certainly not. 
Multiple news reports are claiming that the end of the world might be about to arrive. 
"End Of The World ‘Weeks Away’ After Biblical Plagues Start On Earth", one reads, 
while another claims that "End of World ‘IN WEEKS’ as signs TO Bible plagues to 
destroy Earth have started’". 

One of them begins "THE end of the world is coming in weeks and the first of the 
Biblical 10 plagues have already been seen, according to extraordinary claims". But 
those extraordinary claims should come with extraordinary evidence - and while there 
are some strange things going on, the apocalypse simply isn't about to arrive. 

All of those reports are a little confused, not saying exactly how or why the world is 
about to end. But they mostly point to a claim made by David Meade, who wrote a 
book called 'Planet X - The 2017 Arrival', and says that the end of the world is coming 
in October. (Independent, Monday 31 July 2017 ) 
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Those who do not believe in it are impatient for it, but those who believe are 
fearful of it and know that it is the truth. Unquestionably, those who dispute 
concerning the Hour are in extreme error. ( Quran 42:18 ) 

And to Allah belongs the unseen [aspects] of the heavens and the earth. And the 
command for the Hour is not but as a glance of the eye or even nearer. Indeed, 
Allah is over all things competent. ( Quran 16:77 ) 

For you yourselves are fully aware that the day of the Lord will come like a thief 
in the night. (1 Thessalonians 5:2) 

Yet man wants to deny what is ahead of him: He asks, "When is the Day of 
Resurrection?" ( 75:5-6 ) 

You are only a warner for those who fear it. It will be, on the Day they see it, as 
though they had not remained [in the world] except for an afternoon or a morning 
thereof. ( 79:45-46) 

Warnings: 

Indeed, what you are promised is true. And indeed, the recompense is to occur. (51:5-) 
The Day of Resurrection draws near, None besides Allah can avert it, (or advance it, 
or delay it). (53:57) 

Has the time not come for those who have believed that their hearts should become 
humbly submissive at the remembrance of Allah and what has come down of the 
truth? And let them not be like those who were given the Scripture before, and a long 
period passed over them, so their hearts hardened; and many of them are defiantly 
disobedient. Know that Allah gives life to the earth after its lifelessness. We have 
made clear to you the signs; perhaps you will understand. (57:16-17) 

No! But you [people] love this fleeting world, And neglect the Hereafter. (75:20-21) 
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And if Allah was to hasten for the people the evil [they invoke] as He hastens for them 
the good, their term would have been ended for them. But We leave the ones who do 
not expect the meeting with Us, in their transgression, wandering blindly (10: 1 1) 

The Lord is not slow about His promise, as some count slowness, but is patient 
toward you, not wishing for any to perish but for all to come to repentance. 

(NAS: 2 Peter 3:9) 


3.1 SIGNS OF THE END OF THE WORLD: 

They indeed are losers who deny their meeting with Allah..., (Quran 6:31) Then do 
they await except that the Hour should come upon them unexpectedly? But already 
there have come [some of] its indications. Then what good to them, when it has come, 
will be their remembrance? (Quran 47:18) 

Sign of the end of the world are certain events that will take place prior to the coming 
of the final hour. The events are usually referred to “sign of the day of resurrection” 
and are divided into minor and major signs. The major signs that are common to both 
Islam and Christianity are to be discussed in this book. Minor signs will be listed at the 
end of the book if possible. 

Major signs are events of extraordinary nature prophesied by Prophet Muhammad 
(P.B.U.H). They are about ten and will take place before Qiyamah (resurrection). They 
are: 

3.1.1 DAJJAL (ANTICHRIST OR FALSE MESSIAH): 

In Christianity, the Antichrist or False Messiah is generally regarded as a figure 
of evil that will falsely claim to be the Christ (Messiah). Not only posing himself as 
divine, he will be performing supernatural acts with the help of the devil. He is going 
to put himself in the place of God, effectively claiming to be God — and people will 
believe him. 

In his letter to the Thessalonians, speaking about the return of Jesus Christ to the earth, 
he writes, “Let no one deceive you by any means; for that Day will not come unless

the falling away comes first” ( 2 Thessalonians 2:3) . He then proceeds to explain this 
“falling away” or apostasy from the truth in greater detail. 

Paul writes that it will involve the revealing of “the man of sin. . . the son of perdition, 
who opposes and exalts himself above all that is called God or that is worshiped, so 
that he sits as God in the temple of God, showing himself that he is God” 

Let no man deceive you by any means: for that day shall not come, except there 
come a falling away first, and that man of sin be revealed, the son of perdition; 

(2 Thessalonians 2:3-4) . 

In Islamic eschatology, Masih ad-Dajjal (JW^I is an anti-messiah figure (similar 

to the Christian concept of Antichrist), who will appear to deceive humanity before the 
second coming of "Isa", as Jesus is known by Arabic-speaking Muslims. - Wikipedia . 

The Dajjal is a young fat man, wheatish in complexion with a broad chest and biting 
teeth, his head is covered with curly hair with the letters "Ka' "Fa" "Ra" written 
between his eyes which every believer will be able to clearly see and read literate or 
illiterate, he has a shining forehead and defect in both eyes. His left eye has a swelling 
pupil while he is blind from the right. 

He will have water and fire with him. As for that which the people will see as water, in 
reality will be fire, which will bum and as for that which people will see as fire, in 
reality will be cold, sweet water. The Prophet's ^ advice is: "Whoever meets the 
Dajjal and sees the water and the fire, he should fall in the fire and not the water, as 
the fire in reality is water and the water in reality is fire”. 

He will come to people and tell them he is Allah and they will believe him. The sky on 
his order will pour rain and the earth will grow crops for these people. Their animals 
will graze on his land and return to them in the evening with large udders and their 
flanks full. Doctors and surgeons are not able to restore the eyesight of those bom 
blind or cure the leper. Dajjal will be able to cure those born blind, restore their 
eyesight, and cure the leper. He will have a mountain of bread with him but he will 
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only give bread to those that believe and follow him. Seventy thousands (70,000) Jews 
of Isfahan will follow him with hoods on their heads. Also accompanied by Devils and 
Jewish magicians he will first claim Prophethood and then God hood. 

For false Christs and false prophets will appear and perform signs and wonders 
that would deceive even the elect, if that were possible. (Mark 13:22 ) 

The Dajjal will remain on earth for 40 days, the first of which will be a year long, 
second a month, the third a week, and the remaining 37 days like our normal days, 
moving from city to another causing fitna. Finally, he will proceed towards Makkah 
and Medina but he will be unable to enter these holy cities, Masjid Tur and Masjid al- 
Aqsa (Jerusalem). Every time he tries to enter these holy places, angels guarding these 
holy cities with swords in their hand will encounter him and chase him away, leaving 
Dajjal stationed behind Uhud. Meanwhile, earthquakes will hit Medina thrice and all 
the hypocrites will be forced to leave. Losing hope of entering these holy places, 
Dajjal will turn towards Syria. Imam Mahdi will already have arranged a Muslim 
army and will be on the verge of leading the Muslims in Morning Prayer when 
Prophet Jesus (Peace be with him) will descend and Kill the Dajjal. 

3.1.2 THE RETURN OF PROPHET JESUS (P.B.U.H): 

Jesus (Isah A.S) was bom miraculously by a virgin woman called Mary (Maryam). 

And mention, [O Muhammad], in the Book [the story of] Mary, when she withdrew 
from her family to a place toward the east. And she took, in seclusion from them, a 
screen. Then We sent to her Our Angel, and he represented himself to her as a well- 
proportioned man. She said, "Indeed, I seek refuge in the Most Merciful from you, 
[so leave me], if you should be fearing of Allah." He said, "lam only the messenger of 
your Lord to give you [news of] a pure boy." 

In Bible: 

"And behold, you will conceive in your womb and bear a son, and 
you shall name Him Jesus. (NAS: Luke 1:31) 
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She said, "How can I have a boy while no man has touched me and I have not been 
unchaste?" He said, "Thus [it will be]; your Lord says, 'It is easy for Me, and We will 
make him a sign to the people and a mercy from Us. And it is a matter [already] 
decreed.' "So she conceived him, and she withdrew with him to a remote place. And 
the pains of childbirth drove her to the trunk of a palm tree. 

In Bible: 

While they were there, the time came for her Child to be born. And 
she gave birth to her firstborn, a Son. ( Luke 2:6) 


She said, "Oh, I wish I had died before this and was in oblivion, forgotten." But he 
called her from below her, "Do not grieve; your Lord has provided beneath you a 
stream.

Then the factions differed [concerning Jesus] from among them, so woe to those who 
disbelieved - from the scene of a tremendous Day. How [clearly] they will hear and 
see the Day they come to Us, but the wrongdoers today are in clear error. 

( Qur'an 19:16-38) 

"Men of Israel, listen to these words: Jesus the Nazarene, a man attested 

to you by God with miracles and wonders and signs which God 

performed through Him in your midst, just as you yourselves know-- 

(NIV: Acts 2:22) 

Bearing all hardships, Prophet Jesus (A.S) spent all day and night conveying the 
message of Allah. Unfortunately, in spite of his tremendous effort the children of 
Israel did not respond and accept the message. Seeing that the poor and weak were 
becoming inclined towards him and fearing they would lose their leadership, the Jews 
secretly tried to kill him. However, Allah saved Prophet Jesus from their wicked 
scheme and gave him greater dignity by raising him alive to the heavens. 

According to Bible, Jesus is crucified ( Matthew 27:35) before raising to the heaven, 
and will come back and receive Christians to himself. He said, “that where I am, there 
you may be also." (John 14:2-3) . When Jesus Christ comes again to the earth, He will 
cleanse the earth, judge his people, and complete the First Resurrection. 

As they have said, After Jesus Christ rose from the dead, other righteous people who 
had died were also resurrected. They appeared in Jerusalem and also on the American 
continent. (See Matthew 27:52-53 ; 3 Nephi 23:9-10 .) This was the beginning of the 
First Resurrection. Some people have been resurrected since then. Those who already 
have been resurrected and those who will be resurrected at the time of His coming will 
all inherit the glory of the celestial kingdom (see D&C 76:50-70) . 

After the resurrection of those who will inherit celestial glory, another group will be 
resurrected: those who will receive a terrestrial glory. When all these people have been 
resurrected, the First Resurrection will be completed. 
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The wicked who are living at the time of the Second Coming of Jesus will be 
destroyed in the flesh. They, along with the wicked who are already dead, will have to 
wait until the last resurrection. All of the remaining dead will rise to meet God. They 
will either inherit the telestial kingdom or be cast into outer darkness with Satan, 
(see D&C 76:32-33,81-112) . 

On the other hand, Muslims believed that Jesus must come back to earth and die a 
natural death, hence buried in the earth. Because it is the Law of Allah, that anything 
that is created from the Earth has to be buried in the Earth and not the Heavens. 11 Jesus 
was, actually, created from earth! (Follow his generation) 

Indeed, the example of Jesus to Allah is like that of Adam. He created Him from 
dust; then He said to him, "Be," and he was. ( Quran 3:59) 

Jesus did not taste death yet. . . (John 21:23) 

And [for] their saying, "Indeed, we have killed the Messiah, Jesus, the son of Mary, 
the messenger of Allah." And they did not kill him, nor did they crucify him; but 
[another] was made to resemble him to them. And indeed, those who differ over it 
are in doubt about it. They have no knowledge of it except the following of 
assumption. And they did not kill him, for certain. 

Rather, Allah raised him to Himself. And ever is Allah Exalted in Might and Wise. 
And there is none from the People of the Scripture but that he will surely believe in 
Jesus before his death. And on the Day of Resurrection he will be against them a 
witness. ( Quran 4:157-159) 

The Jews believe that they had killed Prophet Jesus, Allah will send him before the 
end of time to prove that they had not killed him and that he is alive. It is he who will 
kill the Jews and their leader Dajjal (one-eyed man). 

11. All flesh would perish together, And man would return to dust. (Job 34:15) 
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Narrated Abu Huraira: 

Allah's Apostle said, "By Him in Whose Hands my soul is, surely (Jesus,) the son of 
Mary will soon descend amongst you and will judge mankind justly (as a Just Ruler), 
he will break the Cross and kill the pigs and there will be no Jizya (i.e. taxation taken 
from non-Muslims). Money will be in abundance so that nobody will accept it, and a 
single prostration to Allah (in prayer) will be better than the whole world and 
whatever is in it." Abu Huraira added "If you wish, you can recite (this verse of the 
Holy Book): -- 'And there is none Of the people of the Scriptures (Jews and 
Christians) But must believe in him (i.e Jesus as an Apostle of Allah and a human 
being) Before his death. And on the Day of Judgment He will be a witness against 
them." (4.159) 

(Follow this Bukhari hadith: Bk 55/H657) 

When Prophet Jesus returns for the second time, he will reign as a Caliph, (and not a 
Prophet) follow the Qur'an & Sunnah and rule according to it. He will break the cross 
that Christians worship (indicating that he will end Christianity), elevate and spread 
Islam throughout the world. He will also kill the pig which the Christians consider 
Halaal to eat (and use) and abolish the Jizya (tax). In Prophet Jesus reign, they will not 
pay this tax because he will not accept anything but Islam for the non-believers and 
they will all believe in him. 

Prophet Jesus will catch up with Dajjal (anti-Christ) at the Eastern gate of Ludd (Ludd 
is a mountain in Syria, or a village in Jerusalem, or a village in Palestine) and kill him 
with a small spear. The Muslims will thereafter defeat and wipe out Dajjal's army 
(70,000 Jews). The Jews will not be able to hide behind anything on that day. Every 
time they try to hide behind a stone, a wall, a tree (except a boxthorn tree), or animal, 
Allah will make these things speak and they will say, "O servant of Allah there is a 
Jew hiding behind me, come kill him." 

Prophet Jesus (A.S), after his return to the Earth for a second time, will live for a 
period of time, get married and have children, and thereafter will die a natural death. 
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The Muslims will perform his Janaza (funeral prayers) and according to the hadith 
narrated by Abdullah bin Amr in Mishkat, he will be buried next to the Holy Prophet- 
Muhammad (P.B.U.H). 

And indeed, Jesus will be [a sign for] knowledge of the Hour, so be not in doubt of 
it, and follow Me. This is a straight path. ( Quran 43:61) 

..."Men of Galilee, why do you stand looking into the sky? This Jesus, who has 
been taken up from you into heaven, will come in just the same way as you have 
watched him go into heaven." (NAS: Acts 1:11) . 

And then at last, the sign that the Son of Man is coming will appear in the 
heavens, and there will be deep mourning among all the peoples of the earth. And 
they will see the Son of Man coming on the clouds of heaven with power and 
great glory. (NLT: Matthew 24:30) 

3.1.3 THE APPEARANCE OF GOG AND MAGOG: 

Gog and Magog in the Hebrew Bible may be individuals, peoples, or lands; a 
prophesied enemy nation of God's people according to the Book of Ezekiel, and one of 
the nations according to Genesis descended from Japheth son of Noah. 

The Gog prophecy is meant to be fulfilled at the approach of what is called the " end of 
days ", but not necessarily the end of the world. Jewish eschatology viewed Gog and 
Magog as enemies to be defeated by the Messiah, which will usher in the age of 
the Messiah. Christianity's interpretation is more starkly apocalyptic: making Gog and 
Magog allies of Satan against God at the end of the millennium, as can be read in 
the Book of Revelation. 

To Gog and Magog were also attached a legend, certainly current by the Roman 
period, that they were people contained beyond the Gates of Alexander erected 
by Alexander the Great. Romanized Jewish historian Josephus knew them as the tribe 
descended from Magog the Japhethite, as in Genesis, and explained them to be 
the Scythians. In the hands of Early Christian writers, they became apocalyptic hordes, 
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and throughout the medieval period variously identified as 
the Huns, Khazars, Mongols, or other nomads, or even the Ten Lost Tribes of Israel. 
The legend of Gog and Magog and the gates was also interpolated into the Alexander 
Romances. In one version, "Goth and Magoth" are kings of the Unclean Nations, 
driven beyond a mountain pass by Alexander, and blocked from returning by his new 
wall. Gog and Magog are said to engage in human cannibalism in the romances and 
derived literature. They have also been depicted on medieval cosmological maps, 
or Mappa mundi, sometimes alongside Alexander's wall. 

Gog and Magog appear in the Quran as Yajuj and Majuj, adversaries ofDhul- 
Qamayn, a legendary figure. Muslim geographers identified them at first with Turkic 
tribes from Central Asia and later with the Mongols. In modem times they remain 
associated with apocalyptic thinking, especially in the United States and the Muslim 
world. - Wikipedia. 

The emergence of the mighty tribes of Ya'juj and Ma'juj is also a major sign of the end 
of the world. A short period after killing the Dajjal (man of sin), Prophet Jesus will be 
informed of the release of Ya'juj and Ma'juj. Obeying Allah's command, he will take 
the Muslims to Mount Tur for their protection, as nobody will be able to kill the Ya'juj 
Ma'juj. Ya'juj and Ma'juj will come forth from every lofty place causing destmction 
and bloodshed wherever they go. 

Until when [the dam of] Gog and Magog has been opened and they, from every 
elevation, descend. And [when] the true promise has approached; then suddenly 
the eyes of those who disbelieved will be staring [in horror, while they say], "O woe 
to us; we had been unmindful of this; rather, we were wrongdoers." ( Quran 21:96) 

And they (Gog and Magog) came upon the breadth of the earth, and 
encompassed the camp of the saints, and the beloved city. 

( Douay-Rheims Bible : Revelation 20:8)

Their first batch will come to Lake Tiberias and dri nk all of its water. Their last batch 
will come to it and say, "There was once water in this lake." Marching on, carrying out 
pillage and murder to their left and right they will come to mount of Khamr (a 
mountain in Jerusalem) and say, "We have killed the inhabitant of the Earth, let us 
now kill the inhabitants of heaven”. Thus, they will shoot their arrows towards the sky. 
Allah will return the arrows covered with blood and these fools will thi nk they have 
killed those in the heaven. Meanwhile Prophet Jesus (A.S) and his companions will 
remain confined until the head of an ox becomes more valuable than 100 gold coins. 
Prophet Jesus and his companions will pray for their destruction. Allah will answer 
their prayer and send insects, upon the necks of Ya'juj and Ma’juj, which will kill 
them. Moreover, in the morning, they will be found dead like one dead man. 

Allah's Apostle, Jesus, and his companions would then come down to the earth and 
they would not find in the earth as much space as a single span that is not filled with 
their putrefaction and stench. Allah's Apostle, Jesus, and his companions would then 
again beseech Allah, Who would send birds whose necks would be like those of 
bactrin camels and they would carry them and throw them where God would will. 
Then Allah would send rain which no house of clay or (the tent of) camels' hairs 
would keep out and it would wash away the earth until it could appear to be a mirror. 
Then the earth would be told to bring forth its fruit and restore its blessing. And as a 
result thereof, there would grow (such a big) pomegranate that a group of persons 
would be able to eat, and seek shelter under its skin, and milch cow would give so 
much milk that a whole party would be able to drink it. And the milch camel would 
give such (a large quantity of) milk that the whole tribe would be able to drink out of 
that and the milch sheep would give so much milk that the whole family would be able 
to drink out of that. And at that time Allah would send a pleasant wind which would 
soothe (people) even under their armpits, and would take the life of every Muslim and 
only the wicked would survive who would commit adultery like asses and the Last 
Hour would come to them. 

(Sahih Muslim Book 41 Hadith 7015) 
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3.1.4 RISING OF THE SUN FROM THE WEST: 

The rising of the sun from the west is also a major sign of the end of the world proven 
by the Qur'an and Sunnah. Nobody has the science, to reverse the movement of sun 
along its circular course (scientifically, to reverse the movement of Globe along its 
orbit). Allah created the sun and commands it. 

Have you not considered the one who argued with Abraham about his Lord 
[merely] because Allah had given him kingship? When Abraham said, "My Lord 
is the one who gives life and causes death," he said, "I give life and cause 
death. 12 " Abraham said, "Indeed, Allah brings up the sun from the east, so bring 
it up from the west." So the disbeliever was overwhelmed [by astonishment], and 
Allah does not guide the wrongdoing people. (Quran 2:258) 

If He commands it, the sun won't rise and the stars won't shine. (NLT: Job 9:7) 

Narrated Abu Huraira: 

Allah's Apostle said, "The Hour will not be established until the sun rises from the 
West: and when the people see it, then whoever will be living on the surface of the 
earth will have faith, and that is (the time) when no good will it do to a soul to believe 
then, if it believed not before." 

Do they [then] wait for anything except that the angels should come to them or 
your Lord should come or that there come some of the signs of your Lord? The 
Day that some of the signs of your Lord will come no soul will benefit from its 
faith as long as it had not believed before or had earned through its faith some 
good. Say, "Wait. Indeed, we [also] are waiting." (Qur'an 6:158) 

Once the sun has risen from the west, the door of repentance will be closed and will 
remain closed until the Day of Judgement. If any infidel embraces Islam or any 
Muslim repents and seeks forgiveness for his sins (any time) after the rising of the sun 
from the west (till the Day of Judgement) it will not be accepted. 

12. He killed one prisoner and freed the other, hence claimed giving life and causing death. 
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Abu Musa Al-Ash'ari (May Allah be pleased with him) reported: 

The Prophet (Peace be upon him) said: "Allah, the Exalted, will continue to stretch out 
His Hand in the night so that the sinners of the day may repent, and continue to stretch 
His Hand in the daytime so that the sinners of the night may repent, until the sun rises 
from the west". (Muslim) 

Gather together — -yes, gather together, you shameless nation. Gather before 
judgment begins, before your time to repent is blown away like chaff. Act now, 
before the fierce fury of the LORD falls and the terrible day of the LORD’S anger 
begins. Seek the LORD, all who are humble, and follow his commands. Seek to 
do what is right and to live humbly. Perhaps even yet the LORD will protect 
you — protect you from his anger on that day of destruction. 

( NLT: Zephaniah 2:1-3) 

Repent therefore and be converted, for the blotting out of your sins, so that times 
of refreshing may come from [the] presence of the Lord, 

(Darby Bible Translation : Acts 3:19) 


3.1.5 THE EMERGENCE OF THE BEAST: 

The Beast, possibly al-Jassasa, is also a major sign of the end of the world. It will 
appear very near the end of time. When disintegration, corruption, kufr and evil 
prevail, commands of Allah are ignored, the religion is changed and made a mockery 
of, it is then Allah will take out the Beast from the earth. 

Fatima bint Qais said: Allah's Messenger (Peace be upon him) had finished his prayer, 
he sat on the pulpit smiling and said: Every worshipper should keep sitting at his 
place. He then said: Do you know why I had asked you to assemble? They said: Allah 
and His Messenger know best. He said: By Allah. I have not made you assemble for 
exhortation or for a warning, but I have detained you here, for Tamim Dari, a 
Christian, who came and accepted Islam, told me something, which agrees with what I 
was telling you about the Dajjal. He narrated to me that he had sailed in a ship along 
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with thirty men of Bani Lakhm and Bani Judham and had been tossed by waves in the 
ocean for a month. Then these (waves) took them (near) the land within the ocean 
(island) at the time of sunset. They sat in a small side -boat and entered that Island. 
There was a beast with long thick hair (and because of these) they could not 
distinguish his face from his back. They said: Woe to you, who can you be? 
Thereupon it said: I am al-Jassasa. They said: What is al-Jassasa? And it said: O 
people, go to this person in the monastery as he is very much eager to know about you. 
He (the narrator) said: When it named a person for us we were afraid of it lest it 
should be a Devil. Then we hurriedly went on till we came to that monastery and 
found a well-built person there with his hands tied to his neck and having iron 
shackles between his two legs up to the ankles. We said: Woe be upon thee, who are 
you? And he said: You would soon come to know about me, but tell me who are you. 
We said: We are people from Arabia and we embarked upon a boat but the sea-waves 
had been driving us for one month and they brought as near this island. We got Into 
the side -boats and entered this island and here a beast met us with profusely thick hair 
and because of the thickness of his hair his face could not be distinguished from his 
back. We said: Woe be to thee, who are you? It said: I am al- Jassasa. We said: What 
is al-Jassasa? And it said: You go to this very person in the monastery for he is eagerly 
waiting for you to know about you. So we came to you in hot haste fearing that that 
might be the Devil. He (that chained person) said: Tell me about the date-palm trees of 
Baisan. We said: About what aspect of theirs do you seek information? He said: I ask 
you whether these trees bear fruit or not. We said: Yes, Thereupon he said: I thi nk 
these would not bear fruits. He said: Inform me about the lake of Tabariyya? We said: 
Which aspect of it do you want to know? He said: Is there water in it? They said: 
There is abundance of water in it. Thereupon he said: I think it would soon become 
dry. He again said: Inform me about the spring of Zughar. They said: Which aspect of 
it you want to know? He (the chained person) said: Is there water in it and does it 
irrigate (the land)? We said to him: Yes, there is abundance of water in it and the 
inhabitants (of Medina) irrigate (land) with the help of it, He said: Inform me about 
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the unlettered Prophet; what has he done? We said: He has come out from Mecca and 
has settled In Yathrib (Medina). He said: Do the Arabs fight against him? We said: 
Yes. He said: How did he deal with him? We informed him that he had overcome 
those in his neighbourhood and they had submitted themselves before him. Thereupon 
he said to us: Had it actually happened? We said: Yes. Thereupon he said: If it is so 
that is better for them that they should show obedience to him. I am going to tell you 
about myself and I am Dajjal (anti-christ) and would be soon permitted to get out. And 
so I shall get out and travel in the land, and will not spare any town where I would not 
stay for forty nights except Mecca and Medina, as these two (places) are prohibited 
(areas) for me and I would not make an attempt to enter any one of these two. An 
angel with a sword in his hand would confront me and would bar my way and there 
would be angels to guard every passage leading to it; then Allah's Messenger (Peace 
be upon him) striking the pulpit with the help of the end of his staff said: This implies 
Taiba meaning Medina. Have I not, told you an account (of the Dajjal) like this? 'The 
people said: Yes, and this account narrated by Tamim Dari was liked by me for it 
corroborates the account which I gave to you in regard to him (Dajjal) at Medina and 
Mecca. Behold he (Dajjal) is in the Syrian sea (Mediterranian) or the Yemen sea 
(Arabian sea). Nay, on the contrary, he is in the east, he is in the east, and he pointed 
with his hand towards the east. I (Fatima bint Qais) said: I preserved It In my mind 
(this narration from Allah's Messenger (Peace be upon him). 

(Sahih Muslim Book 41 Hadith 7028) 

And when the word befalls them. We will bring forth for them a beast from the 
earth speaking to them, [saying] that the people were, of Our verses, not certain [in 
faith]. ( Quran 27:82) 

"The wisdom in the Beast appearing after the sun has risen from the west is that the 
door of repentance will close at the time the sun rises from the west. Thus the Beast 
will emerge to distinguish the believers from the non-believers completing the aim of 
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closing the door of repentance.” The task of the Beast will be to distinguish the 
believers from the non-believers. 

It was narrated from Abu Hurairah that the Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) 
said: “The Beast will emerge and will have with it the seal of Suleiman bin Dawud 
(Prophet Solomon son of David) and the staff of Musa bin ‘Imran (Prophet Moses). It 
will make the faces of the believers shine with the staff, and will mark the noses of the 
disbelievers with the seal, until the inhabitants of a cluster of houses will gather; then 
one will say ‘O believer!’ And to another ‘O disbeliever’.” 

(Sunan Ibn Mai ah Book 36 Hadith 4066) 

The second beast forces all people — important and unimportant, rich and poor, 
free and slaves — to be marked on their right hands or on their foreheads. 

(ISV: Revelation 13:16) 

The Beast is, possibly the wisdom, speaking in the holy Bible! Proverbs Ch8, then 
Proverbs Chi. For further explanations, Refer to page 93 of the book: 

“The Return of the Seven Ahruf & the Gospel of Qur’an-Torah Letters” 

3.1.6 THE FIRE: 

The last major sign to appear before the Day of Judgement is the fire that will come 
out from Yemen and gather the people in the place of their assembly. 

In the Hadith of Hudaifa-b-Usaid regarding the Major signs, the Prophet (P.B.U.H) 
said, "At the end of which a fire would burn out from Yemen and would drive people 
to the place of their assembly." (Muslim) 

These are some of the signs of the end of the world usually refer to the signs of 
Yaumul Qiyama (Hour) you may check inter-islam.org and other sites for more 
details. This book emphasizes the life of souls. . . 
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3.2 DESTRUCTIONS OF THE WORLD: 

Prior to the world’s destructions, fire from Yemen would drive people to the place of 
their assembly. It is at that place that people will meet their death. The destruction of 
the world will not take place as an earthquake- buildings shake and drop particles- it 
will not be like that. 

The destruction of the world will be in order. It will be the reverse of the creation of 
the universe. 

Earth had been created first, and then the heaven, then mountains and plants, finally 
man was created on Friday. To end the world, the destruction of human beings will 
come on Friday, then the destructions of plants and mountains, the heaven and finally 
the earth. - First creation, last to be destructed. 

...Just as We originated the first creation, so We shall bring it back again - a 
promise (undertaken to be binding) on Us. We are sure to do it. (Quran 21:104) 

3.2.1 DESTRUCTIONS OF LIVING CREATURES: 

When the time comes suddenly, as a twinkling of the eye or even nearer, the Angel 
responsible will be permitted to blow the trumpet. The sound of the trumpet will 
terrify all those are in the heavens and whoever on the earth, except whom Allah wills. 
Without pause or lowering the sound, the Angel (Israfeel) will blow the trumpet for 
the second time . . . 

And the Horn will be blown, and whoever is in the heavens and whoever is on the 
earth will fall dead except whom Allah wills... ( Quran 39:68 ) 

Four angels (Gabriel, Michael, Angel of Death, and Angels by the throne of God) will 
remain. Afterwards the angel of death (after he took the souls of the surviving angels) 
will be Said: “die” and he will die instantly. Verily, His Command, when He (Allah) 
intends a thing, is only that He says to it, "Be!" and it is! ( Qur'an 36:82) . 
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All the people of the earth are nothing compared to Him. He does as He pleases 
among the angels of heaven and among the people of the earth. No one can stop 
Him or say to him, 'What do you mean by doing these things?' (NLT: Daniel 4:35) 

By then none of living plants existed, whatsoever on the earth will perish. And there 
will remain the Face of your Lord, Owner of Majesty and Honor (55:26-27) . 

Allah (The Mighty) will ask: 

To whom belongs [all] sovereignty this Day? To whom belongs [all] sovereignty this 
Day? To whom belongs [all] sovereignty this Day? 

None of His creation will be able to hear! He, the Almighty Himself, will reply to His 
Question and say: To Allah, the One, the Prevailing. 

Therefore: 

Say, "Have you considered: if there came to you the punishment of Allah or there 
came to you the Hour - is it other than Allah you would invoke, if you should be 
truthful?" No, it is Him [alone] you would invoke, and He would remove that for 
which you invoked Him if He willed, and you would forget what you associate [with 
Him]. (Quran: 66:40-41 ) 

3.2.2 DESTRUCTION OF THE MOUNTAINS: 

And they ask you concerning the mountains, say; "My Lord will blast them and 
scatter them as particles of dust." Then He shall leave it as a level smooth plain. 
"You will see therein nothing crooked or curved." ( Quran 20:105) 

And every island disappeared, and all the mountains were leveled. 

(NLT: Revelation 16:20) 

If you will be alive, you will see mountains turning to heap of fine sand, moving like 
clouds and pouring down, until they become nothing but a flat surface. 
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On the Day the earth and the mountains will convulse and the mountains will 
become a heap of sand pouring down. ( Quran 73:14) 

And you see the mountains, thinking them rigid, while they will pass as the passing 
of clouds. [It is] the work of Allah, who perfected all things. Indeed, He is 
Acquainted with that which you do. ( Quran 27:88 ) 

Just as you do not know the path of the wind and how bones are formed in the 
womb of the pregnant woman, so you do not know the activity of God who makes 
all things. (NAS: Ecclesiastes 11:5) 

3.2.3 DESTRUCTION OF THE HEAVEN: 

After all the destructions of the creations beautifying the heaven, the heaven will be 
removed by rolling up as you roll up a paper. 

On the day when We will roll up heaven like the rolling up of the scroll for writings, 
as We originated the first creation, (so) We shall reproduce it; a promise (binding 
on Us); surely We will bring it about. (Quran: 21:104 ) 

...Then the heavens will pass away with a terrible noise, and the very elements 
themselves will disappear in fire, and the earth and everything on it will be found 
to deserve judgment. (NLT: 2 Peter 3:10) 

And when the heaven shall be stripped off and taken away from its place; ( 81:11 ) 

When the sun Kuwwirat (wound round and lost its light and is overthrown). And 
when the stars shall fall; And when the mountains shall made to pass away; And 
when the pregnant she-camels shall be neglected; And when the wild beasts shall 
be gathered together; 

And when the seas (are filled with flame and) shall become as blazing Fire; 

( Quran Ch.81) 
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3.2.4 DESTRUCTION OF THE EARTH: 

The destruction of the earth is just like the destruction of the heaven. 

[It will be] on the Day the earth will be replaced by another earth, and the heavens 
[as well], and all creatures will come out before Allah, the One, the Prevailing. 

( Quran 14:48) 

Then I saw "a new heaven and a new earth”, for the first heaven and the first 
earth had passed away, and there was no longer any sea. (Revelation 21:1) 

'A'isha (R.A) reported: I asked Allah's Messenger (Peace be upon him) about the 
words of Allah, the Exalted and Glorious: "The day when the earth would be 
changed for another earth and Heaven would be changed for another Heaven, (and 
inquired: Allah's Messenger), where would the people be on that day? He said: They 
would be on the Sirat. 

(Sahih Muslim Book 39 Hadith 6709) 
Sirat (or Sirat Bridge) is a bridge over Hell, which must be passed over before entering 
paradise. When mentioning the Sirat Bridge, we should not suppose that it is like 
bridges that we know. In fact, we say that it is necessary to pass the bridge of 
examination in order to pass the course. However, an examination is, in no way, 
similar to a bridge. Similarly, the Sirat Bridge is, in no way, like worldly bridges or 
the bridge of examination. 

“The way of life is above to the wise, that he may depart from hell beneath.” 

(Proverbs 15:24) 

Then when the Trumpet will be blown with one blowing (the first one). And the 
earth and the mountains shall be removed from their places, and crushed with a 
single crushing. Then on that Day shall the (Great) Event befall, (69:13-15) 
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CHAPTER FOUR 

LIFE OF THE SOUL AFTER THE END OF THE WORLD: 

Life of soul after the end of the world will begin when the trumpet is sounded for the 
second time, even thou the souls will remain dead for years after the first trumpet 
blowing. Life of soul after the second trumpet blowing is considered the second life- 
indeed, the resurrection of dead. 

The second blowing of trumpet is more frightening than the trumpet blowing at the 
end of the world: 

Indeed, it will be but one shout. When, behold, they find themselves over the earth 
alive. (Qur'an: 79:13-14 ) 

It will happen in an instant, in a split second at the sound of the last trumpet. 
Indeed, that trumpet will sound, and then the dead will come back to life. They 
will be changed so that they can live forever. 

(GOD'S WORD Translation: 1 Corinthians 15:52) 

The Prophet (P.B.U.H) will first come out from his grave , and then the rest of us will 
be coming out from every grave at that striking Hour. 

What is the striking (Hour)? And what will make you know what the striking (Hour) 
is? It is a Day whereon mankind will be like moths scattered about. ( Quran Ch. 101 ) 


So you see, just as death came into the world through a man, now the 
resurrection from the dead has begun through another man. 

( NLT: 1 Corinthians 15:21) 


13. See The Hadith in Sunan Darimi. 
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So leave them, [O Muhammad]. The Day the Caller calls to something most terrible. 
Their eyes humbled, they will emerge from the graves as if they were locusts 
spreading. Racing ahead toward the Caller. The disbelievers will say, "This is a 
difficult Day." ( Quran: 56:6-8) 

On the Day the earth breaks away from them [and they emerge] rapidly; that is a 
gathering easy for Us. ( 50:44) 

And when the earth is stretched forth. And has cast out all that was in it and 
became empty. And listens and obeys its Lord, and it must do so; 

O man! Verily, you are returning towards your Lord with your deeds and actions 
(good or bad), a sure returning, so you will meet (i.e. the results of your deeds 
which you did). (Quran: 84:3-6) 

Warnings: 

Only those who hear will respond. But the dead - Allah will resurrect them; then to 
Him they will be returned. (6:36) O you who have believed, fear Allah and be with 
those who are true. (9:1 19) 

Jabir (May Allah be pleased with him) said: The Prophet (Peace be upon him) said, 
"Everyone will be raised in the condition in which he dies" 

TRiyad Us Saliheen Book 1 Hadith 1 161 . 
Therefore if we emerge from our graves, you will see people acting differently before 
they run to the place of gathering. Everyone shall be raised in the condition in which 
he dies" 
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4.1 RISING FROM THE DEAD: 

The Prophet (Peace be upon him) said, M Everyone will be raised in the condition in 
which he dies” indeed the behaviour of everyone rising from the dead resembles the 
condition in which he dies. 


4.1.1 THE BEHAVIOR OF BELIEVERS, RISING FROM THE DEAD: 

Believers that strictly adhere to the rules and regulations of Allah (SWA) and die by 
following His law will not be grieved by the greatest terror of that hour, and angels 
with mutual greetings will welcome them. 

They will not be grieved by the greatest terror, and the angels will meet them, 
[saying], "This is your Day which you have been promised" - ( 21:103 ) 

Allah (SWA) said the truth! When taking the soul of Muslim believers, the angels 
said: “We were your allies in worldly life and [are so] in the Hereafter” (refer to page 
19). At this hour, they meet them saying, "This is your Day which you have been 
promised". 

Note that: 

If anyone seeks a religion other than Islam [complete devotion to God], it will not 
be accepted from him, and he will be one of the losers in the Hereafter. ( 3:85 ) 

Therefore: 

Whoever comes [at Judgement] with a good deed will have better than it, and they, 
from the terror of that Day, will be safe. And whoever comes with an evil deed - their 
faces will be overturned into the Fire, shall you be rewarded (for) aught except what 
you did? (27:89-90) 

Pay attention and turn your ear to the sayings of the wise; apply your heart to 
what I teach, (NIV: Proverbs 22:17 )

4.1.2 THE BEHAVIOR OF IDOLATERS, RISING FROM THE DEAD: 

Not only idolaters, anyone- Muslim or non-Muslim- associating partner to Allah shall 

be taken after questioning. 

...Until when Our messengers (the angel of death and his assistants) come to them 
to take them in death, they (the angels) will say, "Where are those you used to 
invoke besides Allah?" They will say, "They have departed from us," and will bear 
witness against themselves that they were disbelievers. ( 7:37 ) -Page 16. 

And the Day the Hour appears (those) criminals will be in despair. No intercessor 
will they have from those whom they made equal with Allah (partners i.e. their so- 
called associate gods), and they will (themselves) reject and deny their partners. 

( 30:12-13) 

If they see their allies- that they called them saviour- in distress, they will just move 
their head from (looking) them and change direction before running to the caller. 

My brethren, be not many masters, knowing that we shall receive the greater 
condemnation. (KJV: James 3:1) 

“But be not ye called Rabbi: for ONE (God) is your Master, even Christ; and all 
ye are brethren.” (Mathew 23:8) 

Say, [O Muhammad], "Praise be to Allah, and peace upon His servants whom He has 
chosen. Is Allah better or what they associate with Him?" 

[More precisely], is He [not best] who created the heavens and the earth and sent 
down for you rain from the sky, causing to grow thereby gardens of joyful beauty 
which you could not [otherwise] have grown the trees thereof? Is there a deity with 
Allah? [No], but they are a people who ascribe equals [to Him]. 

Is He [not best] who made the earth a stable ground and placed within it rivers and 
made for it firmly set mountains and placed between the two seas a barrier? Is there a 
deity with Allah? [No], but most of them do not know. 
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Is He [not best] who responds to the desperate one when he calls upon Him and 
removes evil and makes you inheritors of the earth? Is there a deity with Allah? Little 
do you remember. 

Is He [not best] who guides you through the darknesses of the land and sea and who 
sends the winds as good tidings before His mercy? Is there a deity with Allah? High is 
Allah above whatever they associate with Him. 

Is He [not best] who begins creation and then repeats it and who provides for you from 
the heaven and earth? Is there a deity with Allah? Say, "Produce your proof, if you 
should be truthful." 

Say, "None in the heavens and earth knows the unseen except Allah, and they do not 
perceive when they will be resurrected." 

Rather, their knowledge is arrested concerning the Hereafter. Rather, they are in doubt 
about it. Rather, they are, concerning it, blind. So the disbelievers say, ‘What! When 
we and our forefathers have become dust, shall we be brought back to life again? 

We have been promised this, we and our forefathers, before. This is not but legends of 
the former peoples." 

Say, [to them, O Muhammad], "Travel through the land and observe how was the end 
of the criminals." 

(27:59-69) 

"No one can be a slave of two masters, since either he will hate one and love the 
other, or be devoted to one and despise the other. You cannot be slaves of God 
and of money. "This is why I tell you: Don't worry about your life, what you will 
eat or what you will drink; or about your body, what you will wear. Isn't life 
more than food and the body more than clothing? 

(Holman Christian Standard Bible: Matthew 6:24) 
Repent therefore and be converted, for the blotting out of your sins, so that times 
of refreshing may come from [the] presence of the Lord, 

(Darby Bible Translation : Acts 3:19) 
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4.1.3 THE BEHAVIOR OF THOSE WRONGING THEMSELVES, RISING 
FROM THE DEAD: 

Whoever transgresses the limits of Allah has certainly wronged himself. 14 All those 
that commit all kind of crimes, Muslims and non-Muslims, are doing wrong to 
themselves (they are condemning themselves). See how they die in page 17. 

Most of them guilty Muslims 15 , they will come out from their graves with their eyes 
infected with glaucoma. They shift, meeting; trying to confirm the days they wasted in 
the world. Finally one of their groups will swear that they stayed only an hour. 

The Day when the Trumpet will be blown (the second blowing): that Day, We shall 
gather the Mujrimun (criminals, polytheists, sinners, etc.) Zurqa: (blue or blind eyed 
with black faces). They will murmur among themselves, "You remained not but ten 
[days in the world]." We know best what they say- but the more perceptive of 
them will say, 'Your stay [on earth] was only a single day/ ( 20:102-104 ) 

And on the Day that the Hour will be established, the Mujrimun (criminals, 
disbelievers, polytheists, sinners, etc.) will swear that they stayed not but an hour, 
thus were they ever deluded [away from the truth (i.e. they used to tell lies and 
take false oaths, and turn away from the truth) in this life of the world)]. 

And those who have been bestowed with knowledge and faith will say: "Indeed 
you have stayed according to the Decree of Allah, until the Day of Resurrection, so 
this is the Day of Resurrection, but you knew not." ( 30:55-56 ) 

These people are grumblers and complainers, living only to satisfy their desires. 
They brag loudly about themselves, and they flatter others to get what they want. 

fNLT: Jude 1:16)

15. Non-Muslims will rise from the dead as disbelievers. Allah Knows it better. 
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4.1.4 THE BEHAVIOR OF WRONGDOERS, RISING FROM THE DEAD: 

On that Day when the Trumpet is blown, the ties between them will be as nothing 
and they will not ask about each other: ( 23:101 ) 

They will keep moving, in distress, hating each of their associates until they reach the 
caller. 

Close friends, that Day, will be enemies to each other, except for the righteous 

( 43:67) 

You will be betrayed even by parents, brothers and sisters, relatives and friends, 
They will cause some of you to be put to death. (Luke 21:16) 

Warnings: 

O you who have believed, fear Allah and be with those who are true, (in words and 
deeds) (9:1 19) Wealth and children are the adornment of the life of this world. But the 
good righteous deeds (five compulsory prayers, deeds of Allah's obedience, good and 
nice talk, remembrance of Allah with glorification, praises and thanks, etc.), that last, 
are better with your Lord for rewards and better in respect of hope. (18:46) 

4.1.5 THE BEHAVIOR OF THE HYPOCRITES, RISING FROM THE DEAD: 

Among the Jews are those who distort words from their [proper] usages and say, "We 
hear and disobey" and "Hear but be not heard" and "Ra'ina," twisting their tongues and 
defaming the religion. And if they had said [instead], "We hear and obey" and "Wait 
for us [to understand]," it would have been better for them and more suitable. But 
Allah has cursed them for their disbelief, so they believe not, except for a few. (4:46) 
Some of the hypocrites and others who insult the Prophet by saying he is one who 
believes everything that he hears will be left resting (sleeping) in their graves until 
when the dead are resurrected. They will violently come out from their graves, moving 
towards the caller, saying "Woe to us! Who has raised us up from our place of sleep?" 
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It will be said to them: "This is what the Most Beneficent (Allah) had promised, and 
the Messengers spoke truth!" (36:51-52) 

And they say, "When is this promise, if you should be truthful?" They do not await 
except one blast which will seize them while they are disputing. And they will not 
be able [to give] any instruction, nor to their people can they return. ( 36 : 48 - 50 ) 

It will not be but one blast, and at once they are all brought present before Us. So 
today no soul will be wronged at all, and you will not be recompensed except for 
what you used to do. ( 36 : 53 - 54 ) 


Warnings: 

O you who have believed, obey Allah and His Messenger and do not turn from him 
while you hear [his order]. And do not be like those who say, "We have heard," while 
they do not hear. (8:20-21) 

The only statement of the [true] believers when they are called to Allah and His 
Messenger to judge between them is that they say, "We hear and we obey." And those 
are the successful. And whoever obeys Allah and His Messenger and fears Allah and 
is conscious of Him - it is those who are the attainers. (24:51-52) 


Now someone may argue, "Some people have faith; others have good deeds”. But 
I say, "How can you show me your faith if you don't have good deeds? I will show 
you my faith by my good deeds.” You say you have faith, for you believe that 
there is one God. Good for you! Even the demons believe this, and they tremble 
in terror. How foolish! Can't you see that faith without good deeds is useless? 

(NLT: James 2:18-20) 
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Prayer: 

Our Lord, indeed we have heard a caller calling to faith, [saying], 'Believe in your 
Lord, 1 and we have believed. Our Lord, so forgive us our sins and remove from us 
our misdeeds and cause us to die with the righteous. Our Lord, and grant us what 
You promised us through Your messengers and do not disgrace us on the Day of 
Resurrection. Indeed, You do not fail in [Your] promise." (Quran: 3:193-194 ) 

4.1.6 THE BEHAVIOR OF THE ANTI-QURAN, RISING FROM THE DEAD: 
"But whosoever turns away from My Reminder (i.e. neither believes in this Quran 
nor acts on its orders, etc.) verily, for him is a life of hardship, and We shall raise 
him up blind on the Day of Resurrection." He will say: "O my Lord! Why have you 
raised me up blind, while I had sight (before)." Allah will say. This is how it is: You 
ignored Our revelations when they came to you, so today you will be ignored/ 

This is how We reward those who go too far, and who do not believe in their Lord's 
revelations. The greatest and most enduring punishment is in the Hereafter. 

(Quran: 20:124-127) 

I know, LORD, that our lives are not our own. We are not able to plan our own 
course. (NLT: Jeremiah 10:23) 

4.1.7 THE BEHAVIOR OF THE USURER, RISING FROM THE DEAD: 

Those who consume interest cannot stand [on the Day of Resurrection] except as 

one stands who is being beaten by Satan into insanity. That is because they say, 
"Trade is [just] like interest." But Allah has permitted trade and has forbidden 
interest. So whoever has received an admonition from his Lord and desists may 
have what is past, and his affair rests with Allah. But whoever returns to [dealing in 
interest or usury] - those are the companions of the Fire; they will abide eternally 
therein. 
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Allah destroys interest and gives increase for charities. And Allah does not like 
every sinning disbeliever. ( 2:175-176 ) 

He lends at interest and takes a profit. Will such a man live? He will not! Because 
he has done all these detestable things, he is to be put to death; his blood will be 
on his own head. (NIV: Ezekiel 18:13) 

Warnings: 

O you who have believed, fear Allah and give up what remains [due to you] of 
interest, if you should be believers. And if you do not, then be informed of a war 
[against you] from Allah and His Messenger. But if you repent, you may have your 
principal - [thus] you do no wrong, nor are you wronged. And if someone is in 
hardship, then [let there be] postponement until [a time of] ease. But if you give [from 
your right as] charity, then it is better for you, if you only knew. And fear a Day when 
you will be returned to Allah. Then every soul will be compensated for what it earned, 
and they will not be treated unjustly. (2:278-281) 

O you who have believed, do not consume usury, doubled and multiplied, but fear 
Allah that you may be successful. And fear the Fire, which has been prepared for the 
disbelievers. And obey Allah and the Messenger that you may obtain mercy. (3:130-3) 


Do not charge interest or make a profit at his expense. Instead, show your fear of 
God by letting him live with you as your relative. (NLT: Leviticus 25:36) 


4.1.8 THE BEHAVIOR OF WICKED FAMILY, RISING FROM THE DEAD: 
But when there comes the Deafening Blast. That Day shall a (wicked) man flee from 

his brother. And his mother and his father. And his wife and his children. For every 
(wicked) man, that Day, will be a matter adequate for him. ( 80:33-39 ) 
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These wicked families will try to hide themselves from one another, they don’t want to 
hear relatives’ complain etc. 

And [other family] faces, that Day, will have upon them dust. Blackness will cover 
them. Those are the disbelievers, the wicked ones. ( 80:40-43 ) 

Warnings: 

O you who have believed, let not your wealth and your children divert you from 
remembrance of Allah. And whoever does that - then those are the losers. (63:9) 

And if a woman fears from her husband contempt or evasion, there is no sin upon 
them if they make terms of settlement between them - and settlement is best. And 
present in [human] souls is stinginess. But if you do good and fear Allah - then indeed 
Allah is ever, with what you do, Acquainted. And you will never be able to be equal 
[in feeling] between wives, even if you should strive [to do so]. So do not incline 
completely [toward one] and leave another hanging. And if you amend [your affairs] 
and fear Allah - then indeed, Allah is ever Forgiving and Merciful. (4:128-129) 

But if you want to replace one wife with another and you have given one of them a 
great amount [in gifts], do not take [back] from it anything. Would you take it in 
injustice and manifest sin? And how could you take it while you have gone in unto 
each other and they have taken from you a solemn covenant? (4:20-21) 

Divorce is twice. Then, either keep [her] in an acceptable manner or release [her] with 
good treatment. And it is not lawful for you to take anything of what you have given 
them unless both fear that they will not be able to keep [within] the limits of Allah . 
But if you fear that they will not keep [within] the limits of Allah, then there is no 
blame upon either of them concerning that by which she ransoms herself. These are 
the limits of Allah, so do not transgress them. And whoever transgresses the limits of 
Allah - it is those who are the wrongdoers. (2:229) 

However, each one of you also must love his wife as he loves himself, and the wife 
must respect her husband. (NIV: Ephesians 5:33)

4.1.9 THE BEHAVIOR OF PREGNANT WOMAN, DRUNKER, GAMBLER, 
ETC. RISING FROM THE DEAD: 

Pregnant female who died wronging herself will immediately miscarry when she come 
out from her grave. Nursing mother who died with her little baby, or died alone in sin, 
will think no more of her baby when she come out from the grave. You will see the 
drunker and gambler, moving in wantonness because of the hardship of the day. 

How terrible it will be for pregnant women and for nursing mothers in those 
days. (NLT: Mark 13:17 ) 

Warnings: 

O mankind, fear your Lord. Indeed, the convulsion of the [final] Hour is a terrible 
thing. On the Day you see it every nursing mother will be distracted from that [child] 
she was nursing, and every pregnant woman will abort her pregnancy, and you will 
see the people [appearing] intoxicated while they are not intoxicated; but the 
punishment of Allah is severe. (22:1-2) 

O you who believe! Intoxicants (all kinds of alcoholic drinks), gambling, Al-Ansab, 
and Al-Azlam (arrows for seeking luck or decision) are an abomination of Shaitan's 
(Satan) handiwork. So avoid (strictly all) that (abomination) in order that you may be 
successful. Shaitan (Satan) wants only to excite enmity and hatred between you with 
intoxicants (alcoholic drinks) and gambling, and hinder you from the remembrance of 
Allah and from As-Salat (the prayer). So, will you not then abstain? And obey Allah 
and obey the Messenger and beware. And if you turn away - then know that upon Our 
Messenger is only [the responsibility for] clear notification. (5:90-92) 

Let us walk honestly, as in the day; not in rioting and drunkenness, not in 
chambering and wantonness, not in strife and envying. (Romans 13:13) 
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4.1.10 THE BEHAVIOR OF TEENAGERS, RISING FROM THE DEAD: 

Amir reported: The Messenger of Allah (May peace be upon him) as saying: The 
woman who buries alive her new-born girl and the girl who is buried alive both will 
go to Hell. 

[ This tradition has also been transmitted by Ibn Mas’ud from the Prophet (May peace 
be upon him) to the same effect through a different chain of narrators]. 

Girls (and boys) who are buried alive, and the children of disbelievers, will come out 
from their graves and experience the great hardship as their family. The hardship of 
that day will turn their hair into white. 

Then how can you avoid the punishment, if you disbelieve, on a Day that will 
make the children grey-headed (i.e. the Day of Resurrection)? (Quran: 73:17 ) 

So is it other than the religion of Allah they desire, while to Him have submitted [all] 
those within the heavens and earth, willingly or by compulsion, and to Him they will 
be returned? (3:83) 

Say, [O believers], "We have believed in Allah and what has been revealed to us and 
what has been revealed to Abraham and Ishmael and Isaac and Jacob and the 
Descendants and what was given to Moses and Jesus and what was given to the 
prophets from their Lord. We make no distinction between any of them, and we are 
Muslims [in submission] to Him." (2:136) 

And Abraham instructed his sons [to do the same] and [so did] Jacob, [saying], "O my 
sons, indeed Allah has chosen for you this religion, so do not die except while you are 
Muslims." (2:132) 


Tell your children about it in the years to come, and let your children tell their 
children. Pass the story down from generation to generation. (NLT: Joel 1:3) 
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4.2 THE DAY OF GROUPING: 

When all the creatures are raised from the dead, they run to the caller- who is standing 
as a minaret- and gather themselves. Hearts, that Day, will tremble, Their eyes 
humbled. 

They are [presently] saying, ’’Will we indeed be returned to [our] former state [of 
life]? Even if we should be decayed bones? They say, "That, then, would be a 
losing return." (79:8-12) 

Warnings: 

How regretful for the servants. There did not come to them any messenger except that 
they used to ridicule him. Have they not considered how many generations We 
destroyed before them - that they to them will not return? And indeed, all of them will 
yet be brought present before Us. And a sign for them is the dead earth. We have 
brought it to life and brought forth from it grain, and from it they eat. And We placed 
therein gardens of palm trees and grapevines and caused to burst forth therefrom some 
springs - That they may eat of His fruit. And their hands have not produced it, so will 
they not be grateful? Exalted is He who created all pairs - from what the earth grows 
and from themselves and from that which they do not know. (36:30-36) 

Then on that Day shall the (Great) Event befall, And the heaven will split 
asunder, for that Day it (the heaven will be frail (weak), and torn up, And the 
angels are at its edges. And there will bear the Throne of your Lord above them, 
that Day, eight [of them]. That Day, you will be exhibited [for judgement]; not 
hidden among you is anything concealed. (69:15-18) 

And [mention] the Day when the heaven will split open with [emerging] clouds, 
and the angels will be sent down in successive descent. The sovereignty on that 
Day will be the true (sovereignty), belonging to the Most Beneficent (Allah), and 
it will be a hard Day for the disbelievers (those who disbelieve in the Oneness of 
Allah- Islamic Monotheism). (25:25-26) 
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"Write down what you have seen— both the things that are now happening and 
the things that will happen. (NLT : Revelation 1:19) 

Human beings and Jinns standing, watching all things, Allah (SWA) will declare: 

O company of jinn and mankind, if you are able to pass beyond the regions of the 
heavens and the earth, then pass... (55:33) 

Man will say on that Day, "Where is the [place of] escape?" (75:10) . Allah (SWA) 
will then said: 

"And you have certainly come to Us alone as We created you the first time, and 
you have left whatever We bestowed upon you behind you. And We do not see 
with you your 'intercessors' which you claimed that they were among you 
associates [of Allah ]. It has [all] been severed between you, and lost from you is 
what you used to claim." (6:94) 

All of us will be hearing, and then Allah (SWA) will group the gathering: 

And on the Day when the Hour will be established, that Day shall (all men) be 
separated (i.e. the believers will be separated from the disbelievers). And as for 
those who had believed and done righteous deeds, they will be in a garden [of 
Paradise], delighted. But as for those who disbelieved and denied Our verses and 
the meeting of the Hereafter, those will be brought into the punishment [to 
remain]. (30:14-16) 

This will be the beginning of sorrow; this will be the waiting trial of the nations! 

Warnings: 

Indeed, the righteous will be among shades and springs. And fruits from whatever they 
desire, [Being told], "Eat and drink in satisfaction for what you used to do." (77:41-43) 
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And whoever obeys Allah and the Messenger - those will be with the ones upon whom 
Allah has bestowed favor of the prophets, the steadfast affirmers of truth, the martyrs 
and the righteous. And excellent are those as companions. (4:69-70) Therefore: 
Establish prayer at the decline of the sun [from its meridian] until the darkness of the 
night and [also] the Qur'an of dawn. Indeed, the recitation of dawn is ever witnessed. 
And from [part of] the night, pray with it as additional [worship] for you; it is expected 
that your Lord will resurrect you to a praised station. (17:78-79) 

It will be said to the group of disbelievers: “Go off to what you used to cry as lies! 
Proceed to a shadow [of Hell-fire smoke] having three columns, which neither 
provides (cooling) shade nor protection against the flames” 

Verily! It throws sparks (huge) as Al-Qasr [a fort or huge log of wood], which 
seem as though they are yellow-coloured camels. Woe that Day to the deniers (of 
the Day of Resurrection)! (77:29-34) 

Warnings: 

Wait they for naught else than that Allah should come unto them in the shadows of the 
clouds with the angels? Then the case would be already judged. All cases go back to 
Allah (for judgment). (2:210) 

That day, a friend will not ask for his friend in another group, in fact a friend will hate 
his wicked friend. 16 Each group will remain in the conditions of its torment or 
enjoyment. Those that should be under the shades of torment will think the Judgement 
will be better than their situations. 

No! There is no refuge. To your Lord, that Day, is the [place of] permanence. 
Man will be informed that Day of what he sent ahead and kept back. Rather, 
man, against himself, will be a witness, Even if he presents his excuses. (75:11-15) 

Truly, that Day will be a Hard Day. For the disbelievers - not easy. (74:9-10)
